eartlest records of Omaha’s foundation do
not excosd forty venrs, Yot that compara
tively brief pariod comprehenda the trans
formation of the
stntes, dotted with
munities, and the dovelopment of natural ry-
sources unsurpassied in variety and sxtent, 1t
mihy be teuly said that a quirter-century em
braces the opoch-muaking periods of the viast
ompire stretching from the Missouri river to
the Slerra Nevaldas

What was Omuha twenty five years ago!
What of the entire state! A quarter-century
ago Omahn hind a sceant 10,000 population,
the state 50000, and the edntire inter
mountain reglon less than half o milllon
peonle.  The number hns since multiplied
tenfold,y half i dozen stutes lnve been cre
ated snd thriving cities bullt.  In 1807 Ne
braska had only fAve cities with o population
excooding 1,000, Today Omahn sloue has
nearly aouble the popilation of the entire
Rlate twenty-five yoars ago A quarter-
century the old capitol occupisd the
site of tho present High school. 1t was the
western ouipost of habitation within the
city limits. North. south and west the eyo
ranpoed streteh of rolling country
with few homes to break the monotony of
Il s Fifreonth wis the
renl woestorn businoss limit of tho eity, T
homes of opulent fesidents. dotted the Wil
Bitde east of tho capitol, but the bulk of the
population clusteresd east of Fifteenth to tho
river nnd south of Douglang,  This region was
the henrt of the town up to the Ty
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demoralization ocensionod ure
ended with 1560, Tho elty's second growth
then  begin The stimulus of  vadlroad
butlding mnde things hum in Omaba, ond
during 1867 the recorids show & marvelotis
growth of bullding enterprise in the then
nirrow lmits of the city. In fact, the bulk
of mmprovements  was  in the  distriot
bounded by  Douglas, Fifteenth  amd
Plerce stroets. At that time and for years
later no one dreamt that the trend of b
ness would be westwanl, He who nsserted
that trafilc would elimb the Wil west of 1l
teonth stront wius regarded as o fit subject
for the asvlum,

The Lovation,

This sentiment expluins what seems poor
fudgment to late comers —the loeation of tho
cathedrnl on' Ninth and Harney stroets
When the structure was projected in the
winter of 18007, the locality was tho most
desirable in the city. 1t was not only near
the center of business, but was surrounded
by the prominent hotels of town, The
Herndon ot Ninth and Farnam, now the
Union Pacitie headguarters, hud bhoen reno-
vated and reopened and  wos the hostlery of
the metropolis.  Divectly ecast across Ninth
street the Cozeens house  was  projected.
Near by was the Lindetl, then o prominent
resort, On all sides wore evidence that the
location was then destined to remain the
vore of Omnha lfe and activity, So much
for human foreaight,

The inveption of the cathedral and the
names of many active in furtheriog the
project are lost terever in the fog of memory.
St Mury's chureh,on the erest of the Eighth
streot hill, had long sinee ceased to noeom-
modate the congregntion, and additions o it
wore out of guestion. A lnrger structure
was imperatively necessary.  The matter of
o new building was evidently determined in
the nffirmative in 1866, In the fall of that
yoar Bishop O'Gorman commissioned oy

illiam Koelly as finnncial missionary., He

visited New York, Battimore and other east-

ern clties, and returned in the spring of 1867

with §15.000 or more. With thissum, together

with the contrioutions of the congregation,
the work of construction began. The cornes
stong was Inld June 2, I867. According to
the Herald of that period, “A large con-
ogurse of people witnessod the interesting
ceremony,  There were persons present from
every Christian sect in the elty, nng many
from Council Bluffs, Bellevae, Florence, nnd
_all surroundiog preciucts, 2500 all told.  The
afternoon was clear, wartn and brilllant as
if God and nature contributed lberally to
render more gorgeous the ceremonies of the
day, The mud bad dried up.!  The ceremo-
nies were conducted by Hishop O'Gorman,
nsslstod by Revs, BEgan and Brazill, the lav.
ter delivering the address on the occasion

The Dedication,

The work of construction was pushed with
considorablo encrgy and the building was 1n-
closed before winter set in. Early in Feb
runry, 1804, Rov. Egan, the pastor, who wius
maost active in the work, wis sent elsewhore
und Rev. John Curtis recalled from Sious
City.  To him was glven the honor of first
pustor of thoe cathodeal, and bis  re-
mains now rOST, with those of
Bishops O'Gorman and O'Conuor, boneath
Its altur. The records of the chureh

Sketeh of the Lives of the Bishop aod Pasto
of St Phillomenn's.

When' the vicirinte of Nobraska was
ervated in the winter of 185849, it was an nl-
mast boundless streteh of plain agd moun-
tin, with settlements few and far betweoen.
It comprised what wre now the
of Omaha, Lincoln, Choyenne, Helenh,
Fargo wnd Sloux Falls, In My,
IHGY, 1L, Hev, Jumes O'German arvivea in
Omihn and sssumed his duties as viear
apostolie, Two priests mindstored to the
splritwil wants of all Catholics in Nebraska
then,  When the bishop  passed awny o
July @, 1574, there were two Chvtliolle eliurehies
i Omitha—the cathedral and St. Mary Mag-
dalenc. He was succecded by KU, Rov. Jumes
O'Connor, who was installed sSeptember,
1576, His administration, ending May 27,
I8, was o remarkably successful one.  The
original vieariate had been divided and sub-
divided, and wnen death ended his labors the
soe of Omaba, comprising sll of Nobraska
north of the Platte river, was namerically
stronger than the entire vicariate in 1870
Schools and churches hnd multiplied, semin-
aries and colleges were built, and property
seeuted for chureh purposes in the future,
The adwinisteation of the present bishop,
e Rev. Richard Seunnell, though brief, has
shown substantind resnlts, His flovk is stead-
ily growing, as well as the number of those
charged with thelr spiritusl care. At the
close of 1892 thore v 00 priests in the dio-

During his two years administration of
the manifold affairs of the diocese, Bishop
Seanned has fully justitied the contidence of
his superiors.
